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An alarming report on the staggering 
size of “Big Government” has been made 
public. Consider what this report shows: 

— Our national debt is actually $1.242 
TRILLION, not $298 billion. 

— Each person’s share of this debt (every 
man, woman and child) is $6,642. 

— Government—Federal, State and local 
employs 17 per cent of the U. S. labor 
force, or one of each six people works for 
the government. The number of new em- 
ployees hired by the Federal Government 
has risen sharply, with over 120,000 added 
in the last 18 months. 

.—Our potential shortage of gold stands 
at $15.6 billion. 

— There are 52 independent agencies 
which regulate more and more personal and 
business activities.. These are part legislative, 
part judicial and part .executive with over 
500,000 employees. 

—The Federal Government now owns 
over one-third of our total land . . . 405,500 
buildings . . . 224,300 vehicles. 

— Federal subsidies to “aid” you total 
more than $7.1 billion. 

These figures and facts add up to more 
and more government control of our lives, 
` Our money, our business and personal affairs. 

FINANCIAL OBLIGATIONS 

When you compare the depts of our 
Federal Government to debts of consumers 
in this country ($56 billion) it shows just 
how great the financial obligations of the 
Government are. These Government debts 
are money owed today plus funds Congress 
has approved for continuing programs. .

It is interesting to me that one reason 
given by Federal officials for their refusal 
to make figures available by country is that 
to do so would cause jealousies among po- 
tentates of various countries who might not 
be getting as much as the next beribboned 
chief ruler! 

At any rate, these are the figures through 
the year 1961. If anyone ever says Ameri-
